* T have put the bef# Value, and all the Value poſſible, upon Tranſub- 
ſtantiation 3 that is, To Interpret it into a- True Scripture, Goſpel No- 
tion, into 4 Spirituality: I confeſs the very Word, nor any one Word 
. Parallel to it 3s found, that I know of, in the New Teſtament ; but 
the Thing it ſelf is every where in the Goſpel of Chriit : Chriſt in us, 
and we in Chriſt, Baptiz'd into one Body; one Body, one Bread, 
aDrinking into one Spirt, are favourable to it ; Chriſt being All in All 
the Head, putting on Chyiſt, but above a, dwelling in Chriſt, and 
' Chriſt dwelling in us, joyx'd with Eating his Fleſh, and Drinking 
his Blood, are the very ſame thing with this Spiritual Tranſubſtanti- 
ation; to which the Bread and Wine are the moſt fit and ſenſible Sym- 
bols, and Chriſt is 4s really preſent in them by his Word, ſanGifjing 
" them into Spirituality, as in bis Word it ſelf; And if we Abide in 
him, aud his Words abide in us, we are one with him in Both, as 
the Vine andthe Branches are one, John 15. 1. &c. p 
 T conſider nothing 5s ſo likely to ſatisfie ſo deeply an engraven Noti- 
on in ſome ment minds, 4s this true and faithful Account of it, "_

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thing could ſtiefie the confuſes Tintements of Nebuchainerur, | 
Dream in his own mind, but Daniel's Prophetical Reyelation of the 
Thing, and of the Truth it ſelf to him. T look upon this True Pre ſence 
of Chriſt given from the Word of God, as the moſt effeFual mean; 
recover thoſe to the Truth who live in Error concerning it, to ſettl: the 
Wavering, reſolve the Doy to confirye and. ftabliſh in the one 
Truth always preſent, the True Chriſtian. This is far above all Reg. 
ſons of aa” rd Vindication from Sarge, and the Fathers con- 
cerning it, When we find we have that which anſwers all the Notion, 
of Scripture, and is worthy to be its meaning, we may be at reft. Here 
the Romaniſts Zeal for 4 Tranſubſtantiation, the Lutherans for « 
Conſubſtantiation, other Proteſtants for a real Preſence, may find 
ae Reception and juſt Entertainment, in a ſenſe worthy of them if they 
wil accept it. 

Beſide this, | have aimed at poſſeſſung the Minds of Chriſtian: with 
ſo high a ſpiritual Notion, to recommend the Goſpel as Prearhd, 
4s in the Lord's Supper, in its higheſt Intendments and Efficacy, and 
to win mens Souls to the outward Obſervation by their being impregna- 
ted with the inward Life and Power 3 In which Purſuit many excel- 
lent Truths, and of great moment, have riſen up, and offered themſelvec. 
There remains nothing, but to beſeeth the God of all Grace to give bis 
Bleſſing to it, and to you particularly, My very Honoured and truly 
Loved Hearers, to whom it is my conflant Endeavour, through the 
Grace of God, to open to you together the Spirituality and the Reaſo- 
nableneſs of Divine Things; whom I commend to God and the Word 
of his Grace, to build you \ frengthen, fabliſs, ſeitle you, and foal 
thereunto labour while God allows me opportunity, with moſt conſciew- 
tious Meditations, moſt earneſt Prayers, and deareſt Aﬀedions.

This muſt needs 
turn even the minds of Men into groſs and carnal. Muſt not 
that great Hereſie of the Anthropomorphites (as was intimated 
before) be defended and made good, becauſe Scripture ſpeaks 
ſpiritual Things freely and under Senfibles; nay, all Lan- 
guage does the ſame, and is made fooliſh by ſo pervertingit. 

3. The Amuſe and Wonderment of the minds of men, per- 
ſuaded of fuch a Trenſubſtantiation, muſt needs be great, and 
their T $ gazing after a Nothing, and taken off from 
the greateſt Buſineſs of a ſpiritual Application to.

When Ghrift was here in the World wrder the Form (hs 
Servant, the Diſguiſe of a Carpenters So, 1 do not find that 
there was any AG of Worſhip done to-hin'y but/when the 
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Shicinah, the Preſence of Glory, deſcended upon him; when 
the Wiſe wen from the Eait worſhipped him in his Infancy, 
a Star from Heaven, as an Evidence of his Divinity, guided 
them. It is never recorded the Diſciples worſhipped him, 
but aſter his ReſurreQion, and when they ſaw his Apotheoſir, 
bis Aſcenſion, his receiving up into Glory, or when a Ray 
of his Divinity ſhone out, as inthe Draught of Fiſher. 

And yet it is true, that throughout the Time of his publick rac 5, 8. 
Appearance, though he was made Fleſh, and dwelt among them, 
yet they beheld his Glory as the Glory of the only Begotten of 
the.
